Syria warned the Lebanese

Should residents of the Jewish 
Quarter pay for the privilege of liv- 
ing in the Old City by keeping their 
cars parked outside the walls?

“They have chosen a way of life 
that can't suit a car," said Etienne 
Boegner of the U.S. ‘We haven't 
allowed Venice to be ruined by bring- 
ing in cars,"’ said Prof. Bruno Zevi of 
Italy. “If they insist on it; let them 
move elsewhere,” said Jerusalem 
attorney Yoram Bar-Sela. 

The committee members were 
more ambivalent about the new gate 
in the city wall proposed as a direct 


government's action, since they 
claim it is well known that they do 
not possess legal documents 

their ownership over the land in 
question. Such documentation was 
not issued in the Negev during the 
Turkish and British administrations, 
they say. yy. 

Officials in the Interior Ministry 
commented this week that the Be- 
duin only claim 500 dunams out of 
the 26,600 in question. They said that 
when military industry personne! in- 
spected the site last year, there were 
no Beduin dwellings whatsoever, but 
they claimed that the Beduin have 
begun putting up tents in the area 
since then. ᾿ 

The officials said that the govern- 
ment has expropriated the land of 
Jewish citizens in the past in order to 
develop the Negev, and in this case it 
sees no other choice than to take 
over the jand in question.

Comptroller to probe ‘soft’ 
loans to two chemical firms

The state comptroller will ask the 
treasury to explain why and under 
what conditions it is giving “‘soft’’ 
loans to two petrochemical firms. 

It is alleged that American in- 
vestors in the two firms, Frutarom 
and Gadot, said they would not be 
able to continue their support — 
financial and otherwise — for Israel 
if the Finance Ministry did not bail 
them out of troubles caused by the 
new economic policy of last October. 

A spokesmen for the comptroller 
confirmed last night that his office 
was about to request “preliminary 
information” on the issue. 

As reported in The Post two weeks 
ago, the government decided to give. 
Frutarom and Gadot easy-term 


. Joans totalling IL.150m. The loans are 


for 10 years, at 12 per cent interest — 
which, with the prev: inflation, 
makes them almost equivalent to a 
grant. . 

The loans were given on the 
recommendation of Amiram Sivan, 


and Tourism. They were granted 
outside the regular framework of aid 
to new investment and were intend- 
ed to extricate the two enterprises 
from the financial difficulties they 
encountered as a result of the 
elimination of export subsidies. They 
have come under sherp criticism 
from various quarters. 

Industry Minister Yigal Hurvitz 
yesterday told The Post that the new 
economic policy had never intended 
to close down industries, and that 
assistance to those who had got into 
financial straits was justified. ᾿ 

It appears, however, that the deci- 
sion to bail these enterprises out was 
the result of pressure from their 
foreign investors. Following the 
precedent of Gadot and Frutarom, 
other petrochemical industries have 
also indicated that they want similar 
aid — although no formal application 
has so far been submitted to the 
Ministry of Industry.

Shatta inmate

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A writer-unravels an enigma to immigrants

Twe alien but friendly bodies gaz- 
ed at each other with mutual 
enthusiasm but total incomprehen- 
sion in the unlikely surroundings of ἃ 
Jerusalem press conference yester- 
day, when American novelist 
Howard Fest was invited by the 
Israel Reasearch Institute of Contem- 
porary Society to speak to local jour- 
nalists. Most of the proceedings were 
in Ruasian (efficiently translated 
into English and sometimes 
Hebrew) because the Institute, a 
body funded by the Absorption 
Ministry, the Jewish Agency and the 
Prime Minister's Office, is staffed 
by social scientists who immigrated 
from the USSR and other Eastern 
Bloc countries. 


For them, Fast, 64, is an endearing 
but disturbing enigma: a Jew, once a 
communist — a former member of 
the central committee of the U.S. 
Communist Party whose books were 
required reading in Russian schools 
— who broke with the party after the 
Hungarian uprising In 1958; a life- 
long supporter of Israel, yet a man 
who was nonetheless able to speak in 
glowing terms of the warmth of the 
Russian people and of his hopes for a 
reconciliation between Israe] and 
the USSR, 


Fast. for hia part, was a little dis- 
concerted by the nationalistic fer- 
vour some of his replies to questions 
elicited. He described himself as a 
man who had lived a violent life — in 
the struggies of the American labour 
movement, in the Spanish Civil War, 
in World War 1 — and had in the end 
become a pacifist. ''Violence 
achleves nothing," he said. . 

But pacifism, one of his in- 
terlocutors objected — surely 
pacificism ig like a dance in which a 
willing partner is required? The 
writer looked bewildered.

He described how he had been 
among ἃ group that “ended" the 
American communist movement, 
stressing how that movement had 
been for him an essentially Jewish 
experience, 

“All of my life I was in ἃ move- 
ment of Jews who fought for whet 
they believed in and died for It." He 
described, in a volce charged with 
immediacy of feeling, how the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade of 1,200 
American workers, two-thirds of 
them Jewish, had gone to fight in the 
Spanish Civil War. Four hundred 
members of the brigade, mostly 
Jewish, armed with primitive rifles 
and pockets full of cartridges had 
broken through the fascist lines and 
stopped their advance — only to be 
slaughtered. 

When Khrushchev made his 
speech denouncing Stalinism at the 
20th congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party in 1956, Fast was on the 
editorial] board of the American com- 
munist paper, the “‘Daily Worker." 
The State Department bought the 
text of the speech from a Hungarian 
who had been a delegate, and gave 
copies to the ‘‘Worker” and ‘The 
New York Times." Fast said the 


“Worker"’ editorial board, nearly all 
Jews, met and decided to publish the 
text In full. This, for him, was the 
end of the communist movement in 
the U.S. — it had been “rendered 
irrelevant by history."” 

Asked whether he considered 
himself a Jewish writer, Fast un- 
leashed a series of devastating body 
blows to the American Jewish 
literary establishment. Roth, 
Malamud, Bellow — they exploit 
Jewishness, he sald. 

Philip Roth — “I consider him an 
enemy of the Jews, ἃ man who has 
wrought great destruction on gentile- 
Jewish relations in America," by 
perpetuating negative stereotypes of 
Jews. 

The “establishment" American 
Jewish writers, he charged. operate 
on a gentile “social premise"' about 
the Jews — the premise of the Jew as 
8 cringing, fearful, snivelling 
creature. When he wrate hia best- 
selling “My Glorious Brothers." 8 
novel about the revolt of the Mac- 
cabees, the War of Independence 
was in progress In Israe] — ‘‘and I 
was terribly influenced by that."’ He 
tried to correct the balance by 
creating Jewish characters who 
were succeasful warriors. 

Fast ia in Israel to do preliminary 
work on a 13-part television epic on 
the history of the Jews. The 
emphasis, he said, would fail on the 
recent period, especially what has 
happened in Israel since 1870 —.but 
Diaspora life would not be neglected. 

Asked how he felt about the task of 
scripting the series, he replied, "τὶ 
boggles my mind." 

What are Fast's impressions of 
contemporary Israel? "Ἵ find here a 
community spirit and a democracy 
of spirit that may — and I hope will 
— lay a foundation for a new way of 
life...because I think the Jews are 
the most remarkable people on the 
face of the earth." 


More than 30,000 wives beaten every year

Between 30,000 and 50,000 Israel! 
women are beaten by their husbands 
every year, Dr. Menahem Amir, 
director of the Hebrew University's 
Institute of Criminology, said yester- 
day. He was speaking at the annual 
criminology conference on Mount 
Scopus, which waa attended by 
senior police and army officers as 
well as jurists, social workers and 

other interested professionals. 
The disturbing thing about wife- 
beating in Israel, Amir said, is that 
— unlike in other countries — very 


few husbands assault their wives _ 


when drunk. There are a few cases of 
husband-beating too, but there 15 
almost no hard data here. 

Dr. Amir, who wrote his doctoral 
thesis on rape in Israel and set up the 
world's first rape 
Berkeley in 1970, said he was very 
pleased with the intense public in- 
terest shown in the subject of rape in 
Israel. It is true, he said, that there 
probably is no increase of rape in 
Israel at the moment. The increased 
attention paid to it in the media, he 
said, is ‘‘a good πίστις." 


Israel, Amtr said, is ‘a very maie- 


‘chanvinist society." One indication 


of this is that, ‘unlike in the U.S., 
most Israeli rapists still blame the 
visto. Amir a that men who 
feel very upset angry by a book 
such as Lesley Hazleton’s ‘‘Women 
in Israel" (which is being serialised 
in The Post) only prove her point. 
Israeli men, he said, ‘just aren't 
used to the idea that women might 
not need them sexually and feel very 
threatened by some of the militant 
feminist voices in Israel." 


Amir also criticized the present 
government for what he called its in- 
action over the Ben-Ito Commission 
on Prostitution. The commission, 
which sat in 1976 under Judge 
Hadassa Ben-Ito. drew up its report 
recently and presented it to the 
Begin government. Amir, who was 
on the commission, said that they 
had recommended “not legalizing 
prostitution, but liberalizing it." 
This means, for example, stopping 
police harassment of prostitutes and 
allowing them to work at home, 
which would make them less depen-

dent on pimps and on street-walking. 
The present government, Amir 
charged. “‘has swept the whole thing 
under the carpet." 

Amir also said that the Institute of 
Criminology has started research 
into the mugging of elderly people, 
which, according to the police, is 


becoming a serious probiem in Israel. 


According to police reports, ‘‘an old 
person is mugged almost every 
day." This has very serious im- 
plications, Amir said, because more 
often than not elderly people can’t 
move to new neighbourhoods, and 
they still live in busineas districts 
which younger families have moved 
out of. They are often alone and 
afraid at night, and this has created 
a greater demand for old-age homes. 

Apart from the pressure on the 
government to build more in- 
stitutions, “‘this goes against modern 
social thinking, which believes that 
elderly people should live within the 
community," Amir said. 

Dr. Leslie Sebba, a specialist in 
penology. pointed out that although 
the certainty of punishment has a 


definite effect on reducing crime 
rates, Increasing the severity of 
punishment does not. In crimes of 
violence, for example, increased 
severity in sentencing has been 
found to have very little effect: what 
counts is whether the culprit 
believes he is going to get caught. 


Dr. Simha Landau, who read a 
paper on discrimination in the handl- 
ing of juvenile offenders by the 
police, sald that, contrary to popular 
belief, Iaraeli police do not dis- 
criminate against juvenile offenders 
on the basis of ethnic background. In 
a sample of 479 adolescents who 
committed felonies in the Tel Aviv 
area over one year, no evidence was 
found of discrimination by the police 
against minors on the grounds of 
ethnic origin, sex, age or residential 
area in 91 per cent of the cases. This 
compares very favourably with the 
U.S., for example, where police dis- 
crimination against youths of 
Mexican-American, black or lower- 
income backgrounds has been 
proven.

BANGKOK, Thalland (AP}. — Cam- 
bodia claimed yesterday that 
division-size Vietnamese units, 
backed by tanks and warplanes, 
have staged a broad-front attack on 
ita territory. Western analysts are 
speculating on whether this 
represented a pre-emptive strike or 
the start of a full-scale invasion. 

Radio Phnom Penh, the official 
voice of Cambodia, reported 
“gimultatieous” attacks into Cam- 
bedia in five areas along the length 
of the 120-km. frontier beginning last 
Friday. The broadcast said Cambo- 
dian forces routed the attackers, kill- 
ing hundreds, knocking out 19 tanks 
and sending the rest fleeing “in 
shame" back into Vietnam. 

Most Indochina analysts in 
Bangkok did not expect a Viet- 
namese invasion of Cambodia. Some. 
aaid the latest fighting might be in 
retaliation for continuing Cambo- 
dian raids and massacres of Viet- 
namese villagers along the frontier. 
Other diplomats suggested the Viet- 
namese move could be ἃ pre- 
emptive strike against Cambodian 
troop concentrations. 

The Cambodian broadcast also 
commemorated the communist vic- 
tory in Cambodia in April 1975. The 
U.S. mission evacuated Phnom Penh 
April 18, 1975, and the Cambodian 
capital fell to the insurgents four 
daya later.

The recent spate of car-burnings in 
Jerusalem's French Hill quarter, 
presumably the work of hostile 
elements, is likely to arouse some 
concern motorists. If they 
look at the fine print of their in- 
surance policies, they may find that 
the companies explicitly exclude 
liability for damage caused by 
terrorists or other hostile forces. The 
National Insurance Institute, on the 
other hand, only covers personal in- 
juries incurred in such attacks. 

There ig no need to worry, 
however. Full coverage is provided 
by the Property Tax (arnona) Law, 
which states that if property for 
which tax has been paid is damaged 
by hostile action, the government 
will be responsible. The property tax 
for automobiles is included in the an- 
nual licence fee. 7 

As welcome as the financial com- 
pensation is, it is not always suf- 
ficient. At least it was not in the case 
of the student couple whose car was 
burned on March 29. 

“Their two-week-old Ford Escort 
‘was parked outside the dormitory on 
French Hill, where they live. A 
neighbour found the car on fire and 
using water from « nearby hydrant 
managed to put out the flames, leav- 
ing it about half burned,. “‘Practical- 
ly speaking, our car was a total 
wreck,” says the wife, ‘as the 
engine wag ruined and all the wires 
under the floor had melted.” 

Tronically, if the car had been 
burned compietely, the couple would. 
have been able to receive a new one. 
As it is, the repair bill will come to 
over IL100,000 and the car will have 
to stay in the garage for at least a 
month. 

To apply for com: the cou- 
ple first had to obtain a certificate 
from the police confirming that the 
car was damaged as a result of 
terrorism. ‘The police were initially 
reluctant to admit that terrorism 
was involved,” reports the husband, 
and it took him a week, during which 
he called at the police station several 
times, to get the certificate.

Who pays if a car is damaged 
by hostile elements? ἡ 


After the fifth auch act of arson 
last week, says the couple, the peo- 
ple Hving in the neighbourhood are 
voicing criticism of the police. Nit- 
zav Mishne Baruch Meir, the 
spokesman for the Southern District, 
responds to this criticlam by 
that the police have stepped up their 
investigation of these incidents, 

Dr. Tabek Carlos, who lives on 
Rehov Etzel, also feels that more 
could be done to prevent such acts. 
His car was burned e week ago and 
the damage came to 1L15,000. 

Dr. Carlos notes that the arson 
always follows the same pattern, It 
occurs at the same time — between 8 
and 10 in the evening; in the same 
area — usually Rehov Etzel; and 
with the same method — a burning 
tire stuffed with oil-soaked rags 


Posting more guards in the area 
would seem an effective way of 
preventing further attacks. When he 
approached the Civil Guard about in- 
creasing its patrols, however, he was 
told that there waa no extra man- 


Another resident of Rehov Etzel 
had his car totally destroyed by the 
arsonists. It was insured for IL.75,000 
and he expects to receive this gum 
within a week, after the property tax 
authorities sell the salvaged parts. 

‘In general, {t seems to take about 
six weeks to get the compensation 
money. In comparison with the in- 
surance companies, this is a 
reasonable time. But regardless of

Traffic deaths 
show marked 
drop this year 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Traffic fatalities during the 
first three months of this year 
decreased by 21 per cent over the 
same period last year. The toll 
stood at 119 by the end of March, 
whereas last year 150 people had 
lost their lives on the road by that 
date. 

The spokesman of the Central 
Bureau of Statistics, who releas- 
ed these figures yesterday, did 
not offer any explanation for the 
decrease. 

The number of accidents, 
however, rose about ten per cent 
for the three-month period (from 
3,796 to 4,136). For injuries the in- 
crease was even steeper, about 11 
per cent (from 5,315 to 5,882). 

The month of March saw an in- 
crease of about eight per cent in 
accidents and four per cent in in- 
jured over February. 

In the administered territories 
17 people were killed and 172 suf- 
fered injuries last month. 


Faults found in 63% 
of cars in Sweden 


STOCKHOLM.—About 63 per cent of all 
passenger cars going through their 
annual safety inspection in Sweden 
last year were found to have one or 
more faults. 

This was revealed by the Swedish 
Motor Vehicle Inspection Company,. 
which conducts the compulsory in- 
spections. It also publishes informa- 
tion on the defects discovered in a 
bulletin called’ ‘Weak Points of 
Cars." 

The company, which is owned 52 
per cent by the Swedish government 
(other shareholders include motor- 
ing organizations, insurance com- 
panies and dealer and garage 
organizations) has 168 inspection 
stations throughout Sweden.

Rear-end collisions are one of the 
moat common types of traffic acci- 
Gent — there are about three million 
of them in the U.S, every year. 

A practical solution to reducing 
them was recently announced by the 
U.S, National Highway Traffic Safe- 
ty Administration (NHTSA). It had 
to do with the positioning of the 
brake lights. 

NHTSA conducted teats in 
Washington D.C, on taxicabs in 
whic! 8 οἵ e ental 
brake lights Bag laa ari 

A single brake Nght, mounted on 
the trunk, centred below the rear 
window and positioned on the narrow 
strip of metal between the window 
and the trunk lid, proved the most 
effective. Taxis equipped with it — in 
addition to conventional brake and 
signa] lights — cut rear-end 
collisions by δά per cent. 

The findings for the test cars were 
contrasted with a control group of 
conventionally equipped taxis. In 
tests involving 2,100 test and control 
cabs, the experimental brake lights 
underwent nearly 100,000 km of driv- 
ing in city traffic. 

During the year-long study, cabs 
bearing the high, centre-mounted 
brake Ughts accounted for only 16 
per cent of the daylight, rear-front 
collisiona. This compared with 82 per 
cent for the contro] group. 

At night, the cabs with the ad- 
ditional brake lamp compiled an 
even more impressive record. They 
accounted for only ten per cent of the 
rear-end collisions to the control 
group's 35 per cent. 

The researchers also evaluated 
the kinds of accident in which the cabs 
were involved. Among the vehicles 
which were fully stopped before be- 
ing struck from behind, 18 per cent of 
the cabs with the centre-mounted 
brake lamps were hit, compared to 
the control group's 32 per cent. 

Another finding was even more 
impressive. In collisions where the 
cabs were coming to a stop or mov- 
ing slowly before being struck, only 
two per cent of the cabs with the ex- 
perimental lights were hit, com- 
pared to 37 per cent in the contro! 
group. 


In this type of collision, the report 
says, “there was almost complete 
certainty that the brake lights were 
on just before or at the time of the 
collision." 

“Even without considering in- 
juries," says NHTSA, “these figures 
are impressive when translated into 
repair savings.” In terms of dollar 
saved, the cabs with the high centre- 
mounted lights averaged only $194 in 
repair costs, compared to the control 
group's $317 average. 

The study did not evaluate the 
possible saving from reduced in- 
juries and fatalities. The findings 
are all the more important in view of 
the fact that a full quarter of all 
crashes by Washington cabs are 
rear-end collisions. 

. A follow-up study using a different 
fleet of cars is underway to validate 
the Washington findings. 

Dr. William Haddon Jr., presi- 
dent of the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, which brings this 
report, put its findings into 8. wider 
safety context. He said that “they 
constitute an excellent illustration of 
the fact that one of the best ways to 
modity human behaviour is by 
providing better environmental cues 
to signal the behaviour that is 
needed." 

In other words; tell the driver 
behind you more clearly that you are 
stepping on your brakes, and there ἐπ 
a chance that he will heed the war 
ning and do the same. 


Printed safety information 
does not improve drivers 


Printed traffic safety information 
distributed to drivers is not effective 
in reducing the frequency of offences 
and accidents. This is the sad conclu- 
ston of a recent study by the Califor- 
nia Department of Motor Vehicles, 
conducted over a six-month period. 

“Neither the topic of the material 
nor the manner in which it was 
presented hed any effect on the sub- 
sequent driving records," the study 
says. Results were also not 
significantly affected by the age or 


sex of-the drivers surveyed, it adds. . 


The survey,,:by.James W. Ander- 
son, appears in a recent issue of 
Status Report, the publication of the 
Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety. The Institute is an indepen- 
dent, non-profit scientific and 
educ: organization, located in 
Washington. Anderaon recommends 
that the Motor Vehicles 
Department's traffic safety dollars 
“would be more wisely spent on 
developing and evaluating counter 
measures other than safety 


materials of the type surveyed." 

Seven traffic safety booklets were 
developed for the study. Five of 
them consisted of general 
educational material directed to 
different age and sex groups. 
Another deait with human factors in 
driving, such as emotions, attitudes, 
and physical state. And one booklet 
concentrated on highway signs and 
markings. 

About 95,000 California drivers 
were randomly selected and 
designated to receive one of the 


. booklets or to be in a control group. 


More than six months after the 
mailing of the safety bookleta, crash 
and conviction data for each in- 
dividual driver were extracted from 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
computer files. 

Summarizing the results, the 
report observes ‘“‘all the driver 
record comparisons have indicated 
that none of the campaign materials 
was clearly effective in improving 
subsequent driving performance."

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Futile casualties 


ONE OF THE EXPLANATIONS giver! for the specific manner 
chosen to carry out Israel's recent incursion into Southern 
Lebanon was the need to keep down casualties. 

Tt is thus all the more heart-wrenching to contemplate the 
growing number of casualties resulting from road accidents and 
other breaches of discipline attendant on this action. The three 
men killed Tuesday, when a half-track overturned as it was be- 
ing driven by an unqualified soldier, have now been added to the 
four soldiers killed at the outset of the operation in a similar ac- 
cident near Kiryat Shmona, and the four killed in the private 
junket through PLO lines a week ago. 

At such points there is a general tendency to accuse the army 
high command of completely negiecting the elementary 
demands of discipline which, it is claimed, if enforced, would 
prevent such loss of life. The army high command reacts, in un- 
derstandable self-defence, to the effect that the imposition and 
tightening up of mindless discipline would undermine the essen- 
tial individualism and initiative of the average officer and 
soldier which have been at the root of our history of military vic- 


tories. 


These generalized charges and counter-arguments miss the 
point. The fact is that when the army does put its mind to it, 
training casualties and road accidents do decline. Another fact 
is that there are considerable differences in the accident 


records of different units, the 


crucial factor often being the 


urgency attached to this problem by the unit commander. 

No army will ever be accident-free; and especially not an 
army built so extensively on young recruits, as is the IDI’. In ad- 
dition, it cannot be overlooked that accident-prone behaviour in 
the army is but a copy of similar behaviour that can be seen dai- 
ly in civilian life throughout the land. 

Yet, it is reasonable to demand that the norm in the armyasa 
whole approach that in the most safety-conscious units. The 
need to prevent loss of life from accidents is as important as the 
need to save lives in actual combat, a lesson that has been fully 
assimilated by the entire officers corps. What must be done to 
prevent accidents should become a much more integral part of 


all basic training courses and 
courses at all levels.

Ehrlich’s prejudices 


FINANCE MINISTER Sinha Ehbriich’s first statements upon 
assuming office last summer contained an indignant demand to 
put an end to the tax favouritism shown tothe kibbutzim during 
the many decades of Labour party rule. 

Now, a committee of tax experts appointed by Mr. Ehrlich for 
that express purpose has found that not only have the kibbutzim 
not been evading income taxes, but they have actually paid 
11100m. more in taxes a year than would have been due had 
they calculated them on 8 different basis permitted by law. 

We are today more familiar with Mr. Ehrlich than we were. 
ten months ago, and it is possible to ascribe his shooting-from- 
the-hip charge of favouritism to his general penchant for pre- 
judices. His recent utterings such as worker “parasites” and 
peacenik “‘putschists" are but a few of the Finance Minister's 


favourites. 


Mr. Ehriich may owe the kibbutzim an apology, but he owes 
the country much more: a similar and unrelenting concern for 
the upholding of the income tax law by all the other sectors of 
the economy that have not yet been found innocent like the kib- 


butzim. 


The place to start, we would suggest, is in his own tax ad- 
ministration, Mr. Hhrlich and the Likud government are not the 
ones originally responsible for the shambles which this depart- 
ment has become. For that proud record we can thank the 
previous Labour administrations. But Mr. Ehrlich has certainly 
not done a thing during his ten months in office to reverse that 
downward trend; in fact, many knowledgeable observers would 
claim that he has proven to be a worthy disciple of the Sapir-

The bulletin does not state whether

statistics; the rate is probably

Because Jewish couples of 
childbearing age in the U.S. produce 
an average of about 1.5 children each 
(thus not reproducing themselves), 
some Jews have founded the Popula- 
tion Regeneration Union (PRU, a 
pun on pru u'revu, the biblical in- 
junction to be ‘‘friftful and mul- 
tiply") to promote larger families. 
The AJC also notes that feminism, in 

‘which Jewish women are in the 
forefront, has altered sex roles 
irrevocably, thus making it unlikely 
that working Jewish wives — among 
the best educated women — will go 
beek to motherhood as their only 
goal.
